Officials Are Worried by Pros- 
pect of Germany Refusing to 
Make Dawes Plan Payments.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 9.—Deep con- 
cern was manifested in government 
circles here today over the trend 
taken in the conference at The 
Hague on acceptance of the Young 
reparations plan. Officials admitted 
for the first time that the situation 
looked serious. They said the stand 
of Philip Snowden, British Chancel- 
lor of the Exchequer, appeared to b= 
genuine.and not taken for the pur- 
poses of tracing. 

The impression prevailed that only 
the intervention of the British Cabi- 
net, through instructions to + Mr. 
Snowden directing him to modify nis 
stand, could save the conference.

THE HAGUE, Aug. 9.—Following 
Philip Snowden’s ultimatum of yes- 
terday, in which the British spokes- 
man demanded a greater share of 
German reparations, Premier Bri- 
and of Frai-ce toiled today to save 
The Hague conference from failure. 
He said tonight he felt there was 
somewhat less than an even chance. 

It all depends on Mr. Snowden. M. 
Briand was guite frank in saying 
the five other nations cannot. give 
jn to the British ultimatum. Nor 
will they accept the English propo- 
gal for a committee of experts to 
revise the Young plan. 

On the other hand, if the fiery 
Chancellor of the Exchequer will 
sacrifice something of the procedure 
he has tried to impose on the con- 
ference and agree to discuss pri- 
vately the manner in which certain 
compensating concessions can be 
made to England during the course 
of the conference, he may receive 
some satisfaction of his demands. 
But to give full satisfaction of all 
British demands before going any 
further is a program which, it may 
be said tonight, has no chance of 
being.adopted. 


Other Nations Are Offended. 


Mr. Snowden has offended not 
only the financial experts of the 
other nations, but has offended the 
other nations’ pride in taking a 
course the others regarded as crack- 
ing the whip. To give peremptory 
erders to five other nations is now, 
as ever, a considerable undertaking. 

Naturally the Germans are greatly 
worried, for postponement of the 
Young plan puts Foreign Minister 
Stresemann’s policy of reconciliation 
in a dangerous position. However, 
a hopeful sign is seen in the fact 
that Dr. Stresemann and M. Briand 
appear to be on the best terms and 
of course in the present dispute the 
Germans lean to the French side. 

After laying down the law to the 
conference yesterday Mr. Snowden 
went to the country. There will be 
a meeting of the financial commis- 
sion tomorrow morning, when M. 
Briand will seek a postponement un- 
til Monday to permit efforts at per- 
suasion. Unless Mr. 
jects and demands an immediate de- 
cision, the crisis will come Monday. 

M. Briand issued a statement to- 
night, saying that if failure came it 
would not be the fault of France, 
adding he did not believe any power

Germany Expected to Balk. 


Should the conference collapse it 
was said the next move should be 
looked for in Germany. Theoretical- 
ly and technically, it was pointed 
out, the Dawes plan is still in opera- 
tion and will continue in operation 
in the absence of any substitute. But 
what will happen, it was asked in 
high official circles, should Germany 
thereupon declare that ‘‘every one 
knows we cannot, throvgh lack of 
capacity, continue payments under 
the Dawes plan’’? 

This prospect gives concern here 
because the American Government 
does not want to see Europe thrown 
into a period of great economic un- 
certainty. With the purely political 
aspects of the Young plan the United 
States has no connection, but with 
the economic side it has the deepest 
concern. For the latter reason ‘t 
has Edwin C. Wilson of the Paris 
Embassy as an observer. at The 
Hague. 

Joseph P..Cotton, acting Secretary 
of State, said today the United States 
wished to see an arrangement 
reached on the reparation question. 
At the same time Mr. Cotton reiter- 
ated that the United States did not 
want to be associated with the col- 
lection of German debts to the Allies 
and for this reason had distinctly 
disassociated itself officially from 
the reparation question. 

The American Government, he 
added, was also holding aloof from 
the impasse between Mr. Snowden 
and the representatives of other 


powers at The Hague and could fore- 
see no question arising which would 
eall for decision or action by the 
United States. He denied that this 
attitude implied any repudiation of 
Owen D. Young and J. P. Morgan 
by their own government. 

The impression was given that the 
United States believed in the Young 
plan and had been glad to endorse

PARIS, Saturday, Aug. 10.—The 
Graf Zeppelin passed over Paris at 
6:31 A. M., French Summer Time 
(1:51 New York Daylight Time) en 
route to Friedrichshafen from New 
York. 


Paris is about 395 miles east and 
slightly south of the Scilly Islands, 
where the Zeppelin was sighted at 
8:05 P. M. Friday, New York Time. 
The distance was covered with an 
average speed of just less than sev- 
enty-five miles an hour. 

From Paris to Friedrichshafen {s 
about 350 miles. If the dirigible 
maintains its speed it might expect to 
cover the distance in less than five 
hours, arriving over the German 
city at about 11:30 A. M. mid-Eur- 
opean time. 





London Denied a Sight. 
Special Cable to THe New York T1MES. 

LONDON, Saturday, Aug. 10.—At 
5:15 this morning [12:15 New York 
daylight time] the Graf Zeppelin had 
not appeared over London, though 
it had ‘been announced she was 
headed fur this metropolis. 

Just four hours ago, at 1:15, the 
airship was plodding up the Chanel 
in fair weather some distancé*td the 
south of the Devon coast, about 220 
miles as the crow flies from London. 
If Dr. Eckener had intended visiting 
London, he should have been here 
an hour ago, flying normally at sev- 
enty miles an hour. 

It is assumed he is heading direct 
for Friedrichshafen and should land 
there before noon. 


No Thrills for Passengers. 


So far the passengers have not ex- 
perienced the slightest thrill. They 
tackled their meals with good appe- 
tites and the predominant impres- 
sion was the brilliance of New York 
as viewed from the air at night. 

Afterward they had the drab sur- 
face of the Atlantic beneath them 
with only an occasional wisp of cloud 
and glimpse of a passing ship to re- 
lieve the monotony of the passage. 
Even a diligent search produced no 
stowaway and after the first brilliant 
morning life became much the same 
as on board a transatlantic liner.

The airship at 
various times. was reported over 
Gibraltar, passing Leatherhead, Sur- 
rey, over the Devon coast and pass- 
ing Beachy Head. 

Dr. Hugo Ecken.-r, her commander, 
replied yesterday to a message from 
the German Government inviting 
him, if possible, to fly over Berlin 
on Constitution Day. He said he 


would be in Friedrichshafen instead. 


At 4 o’clock yesterday afternoon 
Greenwich Time (noon New York 
Time) the airship was reported from 
Germany to be at Lat. 49 degrees N., 
Long. 26 degrees W. At midnight 
the Air Ministry Weather Bureau 
reported the weather ‘:vorable on 
the Eastern Atlantie, with light 
westerly winds. 





Karl H. von Wiegand, correspon-

Passenger Killed, Pilot Is Critically Hurt 
When Plane Crashes Into Newark Marsh 





An airplane passenger was killed 
and the plane pilot was critically in- 
jured last night when an airplane 
fell into a spin at a low altitude and 
plunged five feet deep into marshy 
ground two miles south of Newark 
Metropolitan Airport. The dead man 
was William De Roberts, 26 years old, 
of 78 Crawford Street, South Orange, 
a taxicab driver employed by the 
Yellow Cab Company of Newark. 
Luther B. McMillan of 40 Stuyvesant 
Avenue, Larchmont, N. Y., pilot and 
owner of the plane, was so severely 
injured that he is unlikely to liv2 
through the night. 

The force of the plunge thrust both 
McMillan and De Roberts out of the 
small monocoupé cockpit and 
through the upper wing fabric. Both 
were so entangled that there was 
considerable delay in  extricating 
them, as it was necessary to send to 
the airport for tools with which to 
hack away the wings. 

The marshy condition of the 
ground’ in which the nose of the 
plane was buried made it impossible 
for automobiles to approach within 


1,000 feet of the wreckage, and lit- 
ters made of the plane wings were 





used to carry the injured men to the 
nearest solid ground. They were 
then taken to St. Joseph’s Hospital 
in Jefferson Avenue, where De 
Roberts died. 

The small, fifty-five-horsepowered 
Velie motored plane had made sev- 
eral short flights when about 7:30 
McMillan invited De Roberts, who 
usually drove him from the railroad 
station to the airport and back, to 
come for a flight with him. De 
Roberts accepted and climbed into 
the narrow coupé cockpit. t 

Four minutes after the take-off 
watchers at the field’saw the plane, 
then at an altitude of about 800 feet, 
fall into a spin. It plunged down 
into a strip of meadow marsh which 
lies between -the Central Railroad 
tracks and Newark Bay about two 
miles south of the airport. 

The first persons to reach the 
wreck were unable to extricate the 
men, but after a time Irwin 
Schwartz, an employe of the Tide 
Water Oil Company, and Theodore 
Plaisted, a mechanic for the Colonial 
Airways Company, arrived from the 
airport with tools. De Roberts was 


first carried out and ten minutes 
later McMillan was freed.

DUCHESS, 63, FLIES 
TO INDIA AND BACK 


Keeps Dinner Engagement in 
London on Return After 
10,000-Mile Flight. 








TELLS THRILLS OF THE TRIP 





Only Once Was There Danger 
of Accident in Meeting Huge 
Flock of Vultures.

LONDON, Aug. 9.—The Duchess of 
Bedford a week ago left London to 
attempt a 10,000-mile flight to India 
and return in time to keep a dinner 
engagement tonight. Not long after 5 
o’clock this afternoon her plane, the 
Spider, landed at Croydon. 

The Duchess, who is 68 years 9ldj 
took the controls at intervals in the 
trip to relieve the pilot, Captain C. D. 
Barnard. In the official log Captain 
Barnard praised the Duchess’s ability 
as an aviatrix. 

It is interesting to note that the 
Duchess has been flying only three 
years. Her plane, the Spider, for- 
merly known as the Princess Xenia, 
was used by Captain R. H. MacIntosh 
in his attempt to make a transat- 
lantic flight. It was completely over- 
hauled for this flight. 


Praised by the Captain. 


Following are extracts from the 
official log kept by Captain Barnard, 
the pilot on the voyage to India and 
return: 

‘“‘The Duchess has been at the con- 
trol for a considerable time and she 
has improved as a pilot wonderfully 
in the last two days. I am pleased 
to be able to say I have no hesita- 
tion whatever in leaving her in com- 
plete control while Little and I take 
a much-needcd rest in the cabin. 

“Usually I put her on a.compass 
course and then go back to the 
cabin in perfect confidence. I know 
many good pilots are quite incapable 
of steering a good course by the 
compass, but the Duchess has so far 
made not a single mistake and, in- 
stead of being a passenger, she has 
been a tremendous help to us on the 
flight. - 

The Duchess has stood all remark- 
ably well. She is. never tired and 
when not piloting she pumps petrol 
from the reserve supply into the 
main tanks with a smal! hand-pump. 

‘‘We have only fruit to eat on the 
final stage, meions bought in Aleppo 
and grapes, pears and apples from 
Sofia. Throughout the journey the 
food consisted largely of tongue, 
salmon, sardines and lime juice 
drink. 

“The daily average of flying has 
been more than 1,000 miles and it 
is surprising how little we felt the 
strain. Lack of sleep nights is the 
only reason for out tiredness. At 
Aleppo and Sofia we slept in hotels, 
but a vile band, in our honor, awoke 
us and kept us from sleep. In ad- 
dition, at a they treated us 
to a fireworks display, which did not 
help matters.”’ 

The Duchess has written for THe 
New YorK Times her story of the 
flight and it follows:

After seven days’ delay on account 
of bad weather, we left- Lympne 
airdrome at dawn a week ago. The 
weather was none too promising, but 
we hoped it would improve as we 

flew southward. 

Our flight over Europe was un- 
eventful. We passed over beautiful 
country but it was cloudy. 

Eleven hours and thirty minutes 
after leaving England we had our 
first sight of the East, when we 
landed at Sofia. Our airplane was 
safely docked for the night and I 
enjoyed a meal and a bed. 

From Sofia to Aleppo, 997 miles, 
was covered in 9% hours. For a 
considerable distance we followed the 
course of the Maritza. Before reach- 
ing Constantinople we for 
miles over low-iying clouds. 

Beneath the ey stretched miles 
and miles of what looked like fields 
covered with snow, while was

OTHER MARKETS AFFECTED 





Drop In Chicago Is 3 to 27 Points— 
Bank of England Minimizes 
Probable Effects Abroad. 





The decision to advance the redis- 
count rate at the New York Fed- 
eral Reserve Bank to 6 per cent 
from 5,.for the double purpose of 
easing commercial credit condi- 
tions this Autumn and choking off 
the supply of purely speculative 
credit for securities, stirred in its 
wake yesterday a storm of apprehen- 
sive selling in the country’s stock 
markets. Foreign markets, too, were 
weak and unsettled. 

Billions of dollars were erased from 
the market values of stocks in the 
decline, which was the most severe, 
as measured by THE New YoRK 
TIMES averages, since the compila- 
tion of those averages was begun in 
1911. The losses on ten leading 
stocks alone mounted to $600,000,000 
in a day in which 5,022,360 shares 
were sold, the largest total since 
May 28. 

The bank rate advance had been 
announced: after the close of Thurs- 
day’s market and early yesterday 
selling orders began to flood in to 
brokerage houses. When the market 
opened huge blocks of stock were 
thrown on the market and some 
stocks opened as much as 15 points 
under .the previous day’s close. 
Sales: in. the first half-hour were 
1,343,800,° with wild scenes being en- 
acted as brokers fought to execute 
their sheaves of orders. ; 

After the first hour there was a 
brief rally and some leading stocks 
advanced 3 to 5 points but the up- 
ward trend was soon halted by the 
flood of selling orders and many 
stocks closed at the lowest point of 
the day. 


Scenes Wildest in Months. 


The suddenness of. the decision to 
advance the bank rate after six 
months of resistance while the 
brokers’ loans mounted steadily, and 
the likelihood that it opens the door 
to a chain of difficulties in the 
arrangement of additional stock 
market credit, put stockholders of 
the country into a frame of mind 
in which they wanted to get rid of 
their stocks to save such profits as 
existed, to prevent further losses or 
to ‘‘gét out of the market entirely,’ 
as many’ did. 

Brokers .began receiving selling 
orders before 9 o’clock.: By 9:30 
such instructions were flooding in, 
and when the market opened at 10, 
it was to the accompaniment of a 
crash in leading stocks which brought 
tremendous losses to individuals and 
created scenes of excitement in Wall 
Street such as have not been wit- 
nessed in many months. 


First Hour’s Trading Furious. 


The first hour’s trading was one 
of the fastest and most furious in 
the history of the Exchange. Orders 
were bunched and as each big block 
of the shares of a leading corpora- 
tion came- out on the tape>tremen- 
dous overnight losses were recorded. 
American Telephone and Telegraph, 
for instance, opened with 10,000 
shares, off 15 points from the pre- 
vious close; General Motors opened 
with 20,000 shares, 35s points down;

LAST-MINUTE GUILTY PLEAS 





In Imposing Terms in Atlanta 
Court Says None of Partners 
Showed Any Ability. 





VICTIMS MENACE BANKERS 


Creditors’ Meeting Has to Be 
Moved—Depositors May Get 
20 Cents on the Dollar. 








James R. Clarke, Philip L. Clarke, 
Hudson Clarke Jr. and John F. 
Bouker, members of the firm of 
Clarke Brothers, received prison sen- 
tences yesterday just six weeks after 
their - private banking house had 
failed for $5,000,000 and closed its 
doors to 2,200 depositors. The sen- 
tences, which followed pleas of 
guilty, were. imposed by Fed:ral 
Judge Harry B. Anderson and Gen- 
eral Sessions Judge Cornelius F. Col- 
lins holding their respective courts 
jointly. in .Room 323 in the Federal 
Building. . 

J. R. Clarke, senior member of the 
firm, who pleaded guilty some time 
ago and assumed ‘“‘full responsibility”® 
for the ‘bank’s crash, was sentenced 
by Judge Anderson to eight years in 
Atlanta\Penitentiary. He got five 
Yearsron the first count in the thir- 
teen ttindictment for using the 
mails to defraud and conspiracy to 
effect that purpose: three years on 
the second mail-fraud count, to run 
“consecutively, not concurrently’’; 
five years on each of the other mail 
fraud counts and two years on the 
conspiracy count to run concurrently 
with the five-year term for the first 
count. A similar sentence was im- 
posed upon him by. Judge Collins, 
but this. was suspended in‘ favor of 
the Federal sentence on the ground 
that the latter would serve the cause 
of justice. 


Philip L. Clarke Gets a Year. 


Philip L. Clarke was sentenced by 
Judge Anderson to serve one vear 
and one day in Atlanta Penitentiary. 
Judge Collins sentenced him to serve 
from one year and one day to two 
years and two days in the State 
prison, and then suspended the sen- 
tence on the same ground set forth 
in the case of J. R. Clarke. 

Bouker’s two sentences were identi- 
cal with those imposed upon Philip 
Clarke. 

Hudson Clarke Jr. also. received 
sentences of a year and a day in At- 
lanta Penitentiary and from a year 
and a day to two years and two days 
in the State prison, but was placed 
on probation for two years upon his 
promise to lead an ‘‘honorable life’’ 
and to do what he could toward the 
support of his aged, paralytic father 
and the wife and sisters-in-law of 
J. R. Clarke, who have been left des- 
titute. ; 

J. R. Clarke had been remanded te 
the Federal House of Detention sev- 
eral days ago. The three other de- 
fendants, however, did not enter their 
pleas of guilty until yesterday. Fol- 
lowing imposition of sentence, Philip 
Clarke and Bouker received permis- 
sion to retain their liberty under’ bail 
until Monday in order to conclude a 
few matters in connection with the - 
receiver’s investigation of assets. - 

Locked Up for Night. 

When court adjourned, however, % 
was after 6 o’clock in the afternoon 
and as their pleas of guilty had au- 
tomatically revoked their bail bonds, 
they were unable to get new bail 
bonds and were taken to the Federal 
House of Detention for the night at 
least. Each of the four defendants 
had been under a State bail bond of 
$25,000 and a Federal bail bond for a 
like amount. vite 

Following imposition: of sentence, 
Judge Anderson said to the defend- 
ants from the bench: 

“I don’t believe a set of as simple 
men as you ever before carried a 
banking institution to, destruction. 
No brains or ability has been shown 
by any one of you from James Rae 
Clarke down.” ;

The judges made known 
from the bench that her action had 
helped and even said, that since he 
had professed a willingness to tll 
all he knew of causes leading to the 

ailure of the bank, Philip Clarke 
fad acted “like a good soldier.” 

Mrs. Clarke sat just in the rear of 
her husband in court and never once 
relinquished her grip upon his hand 
except when he was called from her 
to stand hefore the bar for sentence. 
Once. Clarke turned to look at his 
wife’s arm and, seeing thereon a 
small bracelet which may have been 
put a cheap bauble, smiled signifi- 
cantly and, with his free hand, 
turned back her sleeve to cover the 
bracelet. .

Hudson, apparently greatly alarmed, 
paled and ran to the second floor, 
the depositors following and shout- 
ing at him. He sought refuge in a 
corner of the Money Order Depart- 
ment of the Postoffice, where, led by 
the middle-aged woman, depositors 
cried out at him in anger and excite- 
ment. In court depositors merely 
glared at his back. It is believed 
that a demonstration was prevented, 
however, by Judge Anderson’s state- 
ment to the audience that any one 
who audibly either approved or dis- 
approved of the sentences would be 
arrested for contempt of court. 
Judge Collins said the same thing 
would be done by his General Ses- 
sions Court attendants, many of 
whom were present and, with United 
States Deputy Marshals, mingled 
with the crowd in and out of the 
court room.

In presenting arguments to 
the judges in behalf of Hudson he 
was warned by Judge Collins not 
to ‘antagonize’ the prosecutors, 


Judge Anderson announced that a 
plea of guilty withheld until after 
sentence had been pronounced upon 
those defendants who had so piead- 
ed would receive no consideration.

WEINBERGER FACES 
NEW BANK CHARGES 


President of Defunct Securities 
Company in Passaic Is 
Again Indicted. 








WILL BE ARRAIGNED TODAY 





Meanwhile Charges Are Withheld 
From Publication—Hobart Re- 
opening Speeded.

PATERSON, N. J., Aug... 9.—An- 
other indictment against Harry H. 
Weinberger, founder and former 
head of the New Jersey Bankers’ 
Securities Company, which is in the 
hands of permanent equity receivers, 
was returned late today by the Pas- 
saic County grand jury about three 
hours after it resumed its inquiry 
into the tangled affairs of the com- 
pany and its allied banks, which 
have been closed since July 24. 

Weinberger was named in two in- 
dictments handed up a week ago, 
one for fraudulent appropriation. of | 
funds of the securities company and 
another for conspiracy with his 
brother, City Counsel Joseph J. 
Weinberger of Passaic, and Frank 
Campbell, a stockholder, in connec- 
tion with funds of one of the two 
branches of the Hobart Trust Com- 
pany of Passaic. All three men are 
out on bail. 


In disclosing the fact that Harry 
H. Weinberger was named in the 
new indictment today, Deputy 
County Clerk Floyd Jones declined 
to reveal the nature of the charges. 
The indictment, which was said to 
contain meny counts, was turned 
over to Sheriff Thomas Carless ant 
it was expected that Weinberger 
would be arraigned tomorrow. 


Grand Jury Takes Recess. 


The jury, which reconvened after 
a week’s adjournment, examined 
only three witnesses this afternoon, 
then at 6 P. M. adjourned until one 
week from today, when it will re- 
sume its inquiry not only into the 
banking group’s affairs but also into 
the kidnapping several weeks ago of 
Willard H. Elliott, former vice pres-

On Assurances Favoring a Naval Agreement

WASHINGTON, Aug. 9.—Intima- 
tions that Ramsay MacDonald, the 
British Prime Minister, would not 
come to the United States unless he 
could be assured that an agreement 
on disarmament negotiations had a 
definite possibility of being reached 
were heard at the Capitol today from 
sources conversant with foreign af- 
fairs, 

At the same time President Hoo- 
ver’s efforts to bring about such ne- 
gotiations received the support of a 
leading Democrat in the Senate. 

Senator Wheeler of Montana en- 
dorsed the President’s decision to 
suspend construction on three 
cruisers pending the outcome of con- 
versations with a view to an agree- 
ment on naval armaments. 

Expressing disagreement with the 
critics of the President, Senator 
Wheeler said: 

“T think he has taken the right 
position. Since the new government 


has come into power in Great Britain 
and has shown a disposition to meet 
us half way and suspend the building 
of some of their ships, I think it 
only proper that Mr. Hoover should 
have taken the action he did.

concerns through stock purchases. 

The chain store movement is grow- 
ing so rapidly, according to Mr. 
Farnham and the future of the 
manufacturer-wholesaler-retailer sys- 
tem ef distribution is so seriously 
threatened that the future of those 
engaged in the old method of spread- 
ing goods ‘‘would seem to be depen- 
dent upon their ability to become 
part of or associated with integrated 
groups, capable of manufacturing en 
masse and distributing merchantable 
goods at a cost sufficiently low to 
compete with existing integrated 
chains.”’ 

At this time, continued Mr. Farn- 
ham, such integration seemed to be 
taking the following forms: associa- 
tions of retailers with the whole- 
saler acting as purchasing agent; re- 
tailing by wholesalers and manu- 
facturers through their own outlets; 
entrance of mail order houses into 
the chain store field; exchanges of 
stOcks between manufacturers and 
chin stores; consolidation of manu- 
fa~turers of different articles whose 
goods can be sold through chain 
stores or department stores, with 
each other and with existing chains.

Dr. Tannenbaum expressed the 
opinion that the policies now being 
enunciated by Sanford Bates, the 
new Federal superintendent of pris- 
ons, would mean ‘‘a real betterment 
of the penal institutions.’ 

“Our ‘ whole penological system,”’ 
Dr. Tannenbaum said, ‘‘should con- 
‘cern itself basically and continuously 
with the task of reconstructing the 
criminal and to date this aspect of 
our prisons, far from beirg a 
dominant interest, has been » com- 
plete and total failure. 

“The principal responsibility of our 
prison system should not be revenge, 
but it should be to develop end 
change the life interests of the so- 
called criminal.’’

town of 4,000 inhabitants. 

The entire population of the Karn | 


chatka region consist of 5,000 Rus- 
sian and about 30,000 _ natives. 
Among the natives are Aleuts, simi- 
lar to those inhabiting near-by 
Aleutian Islands and Alaska, and 
Eskimos. 

Seal-hunting and fishing have hith- 
erto been the great resources of 
Kamchatka, The seal of the Com- 
mander Islands, near the Kamchatka 
Coast, are among the most valuable 
in the world. In these regions the 
commission will do more exploring 
than elsewhere, as the resources are 
scantily tabulated. 

Kamchatka also yields beaver and 
sable furs. There are nine deposits 
of iron, ten of copper, three of oil, 
twenty-five of brown.coal and fif- 
teen of pit coal known to exist. Large 
gold deposits are reported to exist 
near the Okhotsk border and in the 
Chukovsky Peninsula. Small posts 
are scattered over Northern Kam- 
chatka as far as the Anadyr Gulf, 
which is just south of the Bering 
Straits. 

The commission is the first to make 
any thorough and extensive economic 
research in Northeastern Siberia. The 
Russian Government hopes for im-

| New Youx Timus, seems to have 
'aroused the ‘ kctenest' discussion 
among golfers. In fact, so much 
doubt has been cast unvon it that it 
seemed desirable to make another 
visit to the St. Albans Golf Club 
with a tape measure. 

Ruth’s, apparently, was the shot 
that rocked golfdom. From all sides 


came letters, telephone messages 
and plain contradictions to the 
Sports Department of THE TIMES 


and the burden of them was: ‘It 
can’t be done.’’ 

The ciilmax, however, was reached 
with this: ‘‘I wouldn’t believe it if 
I saw it.’’ 

From tnis it can readily be seen 
that an attempt to explain in de- 
tail that famous shot is not without 
a handicap. Nevertheless, an honest 
effort will here be undertaken. 


Not Prearranged. 


It should be made clear first that 
Ruth's feat was not prearranged. 
The writer had been invited to join 
a party in a round of the St. Albans 
links. Ruth, a friend of one of the 
party, learned about the plan and 
asked to go along. He likes his golf, 
but prefers privacy in it, although 
in this case having a newspaper 
man as a fellow-guest might be re- 
garded as a nandicap to the latter 
desire. 

No attempts to shatter any records 
weré on the schedule, however; 
there were ro officials of the United 
States Golf Association to check on 
the drives; it was just a friendly 
foursome. But after it was over it 
did seem that the terrific drives of 
this huge man should not pass un- 
noticed.

ETAILS of a memorable battle as reported by 
an eyewitness: 

‘‘Sir—Your recent paragraph regarding the one 
game that really excited Connie Mack brings to my 
mind this bascball classic, perhaps the greatest ball 
game ever played. You were in error as to the score; 
it was 9—9, seventeen innings, called on account of 
darkness. Ten years after the game the writer met 
Hughey Jennings and mentioned this game, and Jen- 
nings stated that it was the most exciting game he 
had ever seen. He, of course, was managing the Ti- 
gers when they played that famous game against the 
Athletics. 

“When Wild Bill Donovan. was killed in a railroad 
accident, I noticed that some of the papers published 
the box score of that game as the high spot in Dono- 
van’s kasebail career. Donovan pitched the entire 
game for Detroit. 

“It was in 1907, and Detroit and the Athletics started 
to play a double-header in Philadelphia. The game 
started at 2 o’clock, with Donovan pitching against 
Dygert. The Athletics batted Bill hard in the early 
innings and soon had a big lead, something like 7 to 
1 along about the fifth inning. 


Come On, You Ty! 


“T can see Jennings now, never giving up, picking 
grass around the third-base coaching box and yellihg 
his famous ‘Come on, Sam!’ ‘Come on, you Ty!’—and 
what a couple of sweet hitters they were, Crawford 
and Cobb! The Tigers started to pick up a few runs, 
knocked Dygert out of the box, and: when the ninth 
inning came around the score was 8 to. 6 against them. 

“All the Detroit players were standing outside their 
dugout, excited and eager, as Sam Crawford opened 
the ninth. The great Rube Waddell was then doing 
the pitching for Philadelphia. Sam singled sharply 
to right. 

“Then followed the most dramatic moment I ever 
saw on a ball field, and I have seen many baseball 
battles, including world’s series. A slim young fellow 
—only 20 then—stood swinging three bats, with the 
whole Detroit team either slapping him on the back 
or urging him on. I have never seen more determina- 
tion shown by anybody than his features showed as 
he threw away two of the bats, tightened his cap and 
faced the mighty Waddell. And I’ll wager Ty Cobb's 
greatest thrill was when he lifted that gigantic homer 
over the right-field wall to tie the score. 

‘‘No wonder Connie Mack fell among the bats. Ger- 
many Schaefer cakewalked behind Ty as he circled 
the bases, and a touch of comedy was added as Ty 
did his famous slide into the home plate, followed by 
Schaefer, whose run, of course, was entirely unofficial. 


Extra Innings. 


‘“‘Eddie Plank went in for the A’s. Detroit got one 
in the eleventh, and when the A’s tied it in their half 
the crowd went wild. In one of the later innings Davis 
or Murphy hit a long fly to Crawford in centre. There 
was an overflow crowd, with ropes stretched in the 
outfield. Policemen stood in front of these ropes to 
handle the crowd. As Crawford backed against the 
ropes to make the catch--and he made it—one of the 
excited cops knocked the ball out of the great out- 
fielder’s hands.

“Silk O’Loughlin called the hitter out, and a near- 
riot ‘started. Monte Cross got into the middle of a 
group of excited players, and big Rossman picked him 
up like a child and-tossed him out. Rossman was put 
out of the-game, and-.Mullin, a pitcher, finished at 
first base for Detroit. . 

“Donovan got stronger as the game went along, 
and, with Plank pitching great ball, the game became 
a:pitchers’ battle and was called at the end of the 
seventeenth with the score 9—9 and the field-so dark 
that further play was impossible. A squad of police 
escorted Silk O’Loughlin from the.field. Yes, sir, that 
was the game of ball’ games! Connie Mack, Hughey 
Jennings, Ty Cobb, Sam Crawford, Germany Schaefer, 
Bill Donovan, Rube Waddell, Eddie Plank—names 
that baseball will not soon forget. E. T. C.’’

Mack was perfectly justified in ‘collapsing among 
the Philadelphia bats. Mention of Germany Schaefer 
recalls the time at the old: park: of the Highlanders, 
on the hilltop, when Schaefer came up as a pinch hit- 
ter and did his own announcing. Said. Germany in 
stentorian tones: 

“Mr. Schaefer batting’ for Mr. So-and-so. Mr. 
Schaefer will now single to left.’’ And he did, which 
made it all the funnier. 

Duster Mails tried that scheme in a game in the 
Coast League some yéars ago, but the Great Mails 
didn’t quite get away with it. The famous Duster 
was pitching, and a pinch'hitter appeared for the op- 
posing team at a critical.moment in the battle. The 
announcer bellowed out the rame of the batter. When 
he had finished, the Great Mails announced from the 
pitching mound that he was about to strike out the 
hitter and for all and sundry to pay strict attention, 
hold on to their hats and watch him do it.

The Important Point. 


That was the trouble with the Duster. He had plenty 
of color, but a lot of it came out in the wash. He 
couldn’t make it stick. The important point with the 
Great Shires of the White Sox is that he publishes his 
boasts and then goes out and makes good on them. 
He said he was a good first baseman, and he proved 
it as soon as they gave him a chance. 

When Shires was pinch-hitting and batting a sickly 
-200 or so, he bored and annoyed total strangers by 
halting them on the public streets and telling them 
what he would do by way of assault and battery on 
American League pitchers as soon as Lena Black- 
burne came io his senses and put him in as a regular. 
Then he went in as a regular and boosted his aver- 
age 100 points in no time at all. Now he is riding 
along in style with the .300 hitters, and the pitchers 
have him down in their little books as a Wery vexing 
person. 

Ty Cobb had as much.color as a rainbow, and Rogers 
Hornsby has no more color than a pane of window 
glass, put both managed to do well in baseball. The 
thing they had in common was the ability to hit the 
ball hard and often. Color is always helpful, but it fs 
best appreciated when it surrounds a great pitching 
record or a lofty batting average.

Lamp Began New Era. 


Thomas A. Edison’s perfection of 
the incandescent lamp fifty years 
ago is called ‘‘the beginning of a 
new era’’ by John D. Rockefeller 
Jr., in a letter, made public yester- 
day, to Edward L. Bernays concern- 
ing the fiftieth anniversary on Oct. 
21 of the Edison incandescent lamp. 
Mr. Rockefeller wrote to Mr. Ber- 
nays: 

“Thomas A. Edison’s invention of 
the incandescent lamp fifty years 
ago was much more than a scien- 
tific invention. It was the beginning 
of a new era in which electricity, a 
natural force having infinite possi- 
bilities of usefulness, was to be har- 
nessed by man and made to serve 
him in countless ways. This celebra- 
tion of Light’s Golden Jubilee leads © 
us to reflect upon the blessings 
which the electric light has brought 
to millions upon millions of people 
throughout the world.’’

ALBANY, Aug. 9.—In answer to 
charges made by Minority Leader 
Maurice Bloch, and other Democrats, 
that the Legislature had not provided 
funds for the State prisons, Senator 
Charles J. Hewitt and Assemblyman 
Eberly Hutchinson, chairmen of the 
two legislative finance committees. 
today made answer through the press 
bureau of the Republican State com- 
mittee. 

They denied refusing the requests, 
and pointed out that they gave Gov- | 
ernor Roosevelt every cent asked for | 
in the executive budget for mainte- 
nance. In addition they asserted 
that they added nearly $1,000,000 to 
the budget request made by the Gov- | 
ernor for construction at Auburn and | 
Dannemora prisons. | 

The statement of the chairman | 
read as follows: | 

“The record shows very clearly | 
that if the recent outbreaks at Au- 
burn and Dannemora were due in! 
any way to a lack of funds as charged 
by the Democrats, the delinquency | 
was on the part of the Democratic | 
administration. | 

“Not one cent was taken from the 
pppropriation request for mainte-,| 
nance of the Department of Correc- 
tions. It was passed exactly as rec-: 
ommended by the Governor in his 
executive budget. The appropriation 
for construction at Auburn prison) 
was increased $300,000 over the 
amount recommended in the Gover-! 
nor's executive budget, and for con- 
struction at Dannemora the amount 
was increased $550,000. 


Cites Appropriations. | 





“These items, together with lesser” 


sums for Great Meadow and Mattea- 
wan were written into the budget bill | 
by the finance chairman, and that! 
fact clearly shows in the text of the’ 
bill. 

“Tt Is unfortunate that no situation 
develops, however serious, that an 
attempt is not made by the Demo- 
cratic administration to make po-; 
litical capital out of it. 

‘At no time since 1924 has the Leg- 
islature refused to make appropria- 
tions for additional accommodations 
for prisoners in the State prisons re-! 
cuested b’ the Department of Cor- 
rections. Since that time the Legis- 
lature has appropriated moneys ‘for | 
new cell block construction at Auburn | 
and Sing Sing and has made appro- 
priations for the new State prison | 
at Attica, bids for which will be re- 
ceived on Sept. 5, we are informed. 

“It is worth while calling attention 
to the fact that in 1924 a new State’s 
prison had been built at Wingdale, 
Dutchess County. In his message to | 
the Legislature in 1924 Governor 
Smith recommended that the build- 
ing be abandoned as a prison and 
used as a hospital. The Governor 
said: ‘Based upon present prison 
population and the cell and dormitory | 
capacity and adding to it the prob-| 
abie increase in prison population | 
for some years to come, it is appar-| 
ent that there is no necessity of util- | 
izing the Wingdale site as a prison.’ 
This recommendation of the Gover-| 
nor was favorably acted on by the 
Legislature. 


Number of Guards Increased. 


“Tt might also be brought to pub-' 
lic attention the fact that in 1925 
Governor Smith vetoed items for im- 
provements at prisons aggregating 
$21,000. 

“The number of guards in prisons 
bas been increased from 256 in 1924 
to 543 in 1929, every request for ad- 
ditional guards from the Prison De- 
partment having been met. The sal- 
aries of the guards have been in- 
creased four times since 1918, when | 
they ranged from $1,000 to $1,400, to, 
the present salary range, which is 
from $1,600 to $2,000 

“In view of the foregoing -facts, 
if there is any blame at all for pres- 
ent conditions it attaches to the Dem- 
ocratic administration for its lack of | 
appreciation of the seriousness of the} 
situation. We deplore the attempt to!

ATHANASIUS could strike that 
pose, but can PHILIP SNOWDEN do 
it successfully? He went to the 
Hague conference on the Young 
plan ostensibly as @ negotiator, bu 
quickly revealed himself as a dicta- 
tor. Before the business had well 
got going, 
Unless his views as delegate of 
Great Britain were met, without 
evasion or compromise, he would not 
proceed. Of course, Mr. SNOWDEN 
is @ very able man. He must be, up 
to a certain point, acting under in- 
structions from the Labor Govern- 
ment in London. But Mr. SNOWDEN 
is so nervous and irascible, partly 
owing to poor health, that his man- 
ner often gives great offense, and 
he is led impetuously in the rush of 
his own arguments to.go further 
than he intended. He certainly did 
so in the House of Commons just 
before the general election in Eng- 
land, when he angrily threatened to 


repudiate the debt settlements pre-| 


viously made by Great Britain. At 
that time his chief, Mr. RAMSAY 
MACDONALD, had to be called in to 
smooth away the effect of Mr. 
SNOWDEN’S rash language, and to 
make it clear that a Labor Govern- 
ment would never think of default- 
ing on any international obligation. 

Dissatisfaction in England with 
the Young plan dates back to an 
early misunderstanding of it. From 
Paris there went out early in the 
year what purported to be a plan 
for German payments, put forward 
by Mr. YOUNG, chairman of the con- 
ference of experts. It was inaccu- 
rate, wholly unauthorized and was 
quickly repudiated. But meantime it 
had stirred up a great furor in 
England. WINSTON CHURCHILL, who 
was then Chancellor of the Exche- 
quer, made one of his dashing 
speeches and declared that Great 
Britain would never submit to so 
unjust a plan. Apparently a good 
deal of the heat then engendered 
by a misapprehension of what was 
really proposed passed on to the 
time of the real proposals. 

These were approved by Sir 
JOSIAH STAMP, the British expert at 
Paris, and were supposed to be as- 
sented te by the British Govern- 
ment. They were, in fact, accepted 
and praised by many English pub- 
lic men and by most of the British 
press. But later Mr. LLOYD GEORGE, 
seconded by Mr. SNOWDEN, made a 
violent attack on the Young plan 
as unjust to England. In one of his 
last statements in the House of 
Commons before it adjourned, Mr.

THE DISCOUNT RATE. 


Governor YOUNG of the Federal 
| Reserve Board explained its action 
|in permitting the Federal Reserve 
Bank of New York to raise the dis- 
|count rate to 6 per cent as due to a 
| desire to “ conserve the resources of 
the Federal Reserve System” and 
to make them “available to meet 
Autumn requirements.” These are 
sound reasons. They fit perfectly the 
purposes of the act creating the Fed- 
eral Reserve Bank. They have noth- 
ing to do with stock market specu- 
lation by itself. As the responsiple 
officials of the Reserve have repeat- 
edly declared, they have no thought 
of dealing with Stock Exchange ex- 
citement directly. Their great aim 
and anxiety are to facilitate credit 
and the supply of funds for the ordi- 
nary conduct of the business of the 
country, including the transportation 
and marketing of the products of 
our soil and mines, If the Federal 
Reserve Board was convinced that 
these objects were in danger of be- 
ing lost sight of or neglected, it was 
its duty to raise the discount rate 
in order to protect the legitimate 
business of the country, while indi- 
rectly preventing the further diver- 
sion of funds into the swelling vol- 
ume of brokers’ loans used largely 
for speculation in the stock market. 
The intent of the Federal Reserve 
Board decision was further clarified 
and sharpened by its announceme=t

It was explained that this would 
de the general rule, although in some 
cases, notably where persons are in- 
volved who are well known to the 
President, or persons who by virtue 
of their associations are entitled to

an interview is sought. 
Rule Will Hit Groups. 


The rule will apply particularly to 
groups representing organizations 
that are concerned with legislation 
or associations engaged in promoting 
certain causes. 

There is a reason for the adoption 
of the new regulation. Some weeks 
ago a clerical group, composed of 
spokesmen of an alliance formed to 
promote laws on Sabbath observance, 
called at the White House. The im- 
pression was given by the visitors 
that they wanted to pay their re- 
spects to the President and con- 
gratulate him on his policies, notably 
his attitude toward prohibition. 

After the visitors had been ad- 
mitted to the President’s office, one 
of the delegation reached into a 
pocket, pulled out a_ typewritten 
memorandum, and read an address 
urgin 
port to a bill that would prohibit 
practically all business and sporting 
activities in the District of Columbia 
on the Sabbath. The President made 
no commitments on the subject, but 
took it under advisement. 

Early this week another delegation, 
representing the National Associa- 
tion Opposed to Blue Laws and 
headed by Mayor Spencer M. 
De Golier of Bradford, Pa., ap- 
peared at the White House and 
sought to make a counter-demonsira- 
tion against the blue laws proposed 
for the District. 

This delegation failed to see the 
President, although it waited for 
four days to get an appointment for 
a conference. Mayor De Golier and 
those who accompanied him left 
Washington complaining of their ill 
success. It was explained today by 
an official that the ‘opponents of 
blue laws may receive an opportu- 
nity later to present their views to 
the President. 


Attacks Treatment of De Golier. 


Dr. Joseph A. Themper, chairman 
- of the board of directors and for- 
mer president of the National As- 
sociation Opposed to Blue Laws, ex- 
pressed indignation today over the 
inability of the De Golier delegation 
to get access to President Hoover. 
He said that Mayor De Golier would 
send to President Hoover an open 
letter dealing with proposals to pass 
blue laws. He also said that an- 
other delegation of blue-law oppo- 
“nents would visit Washington bent 
on presenting their case to the Presi- 
dent. 

“Foes of blue laws from Sunbury 
and York, Pa., and other cities in 
which there have been recent arrests 
will be asked to come to Washington 
and make a new effort to put their 
case before the President,’’ Dr. 
Themper said. 

He referred to-a. statement which 
he attributed to George Akerson, 
secretary to the President, that a 
delegation representing the Lord's 
Day Alliance was received by Mr. 
Hoover before the White House rule 
went into effect barring ‘‘propa- 
gandists’’ and that that rule was the 
reason for the exclusion of the De 
Golier delegation. 

‘‘Such an excuse is bunk,’”’ said Dr. 
Themper. “If there had been any 
deep-seated desire to receive those 
who opposed Sunday blue laws it 
would not have been impossible to 
arrange a meeting with the nation’s 
Executive. 

“The fact that a Republican Mayor 
from the Republican State of Penn- 
sylvania could not (after nearly a 
week) see the man he helped elect to 
the Presidency last November indi- 
cates that the desire did not exist. 
The Administration was evidently 
pleased enough to get the votes of 
advocates of tolerance and religious 
freedom, but after election was over 
was too busy to receive them.”’ 

Dr. Themper said of the new White 
House rule on visitors that it would 
not have been difficult to suspend 
such 32 rule in this case, since Bishop 
Cannon, the Rev. William I. Chase 
and other proponents of Sunday clos- 
ing had already been received by the 
President.

A NOTED HUMORIST

Leather Pushers.’’ 

Harry Charles Witwer was born in 
Athens, Pa. He attended St. Joseph’s 
College, Philadelphia, for a time in 
1906, but he frankly stated that his 
education was trifling. He started 
work as an errand boy in a butcher 
shop, later becoming a _ hotel beil 
boy and a manager of prizefighters. 
He also drew for his humorous ma- 
terial on his experience as a soda, 
bees dispenser in a Broadway drug 
store.

“No one can defend the exorbitant

Sive to the consuming public for the 
government to pay a bounty to beet 
Sugar growers. This would tax the 
American people very little com- 
pared with the duty proposed on 
sugar in the tariff bill.

of sugar and increase the cost of 
living to every person in the United 
States, but they are demanding that 
we keep the immigration door wide 
open so that many thousands of 
cheap Mexican laborers can come 
into this country and work on the 
beet sugar farms.

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RACING PLANE TAXIS 
110 MILES AN HOUR 


Lieutenant Williams Tries Craft 
for the First Time Under 
Its Own Power. 








IS SATISFIED WITH RESULT 





Will Have Trial: Off Water Today 
and Speed Tests Sunday or 
Monday.

ANNAPOLIS, Md., Aug. 9.—Spurt- 
ing sheets of flame and a blue-black 
cloud of exhaust gases, the sleek 
Mercury racer which is to attempt to 
bring back to the United States the 
premier world speed records of the 
air and the Schneider Cup was suc- 
cessfully tested in the Severn River 
today off the Naval Academy for the 
first time by Lieutenant Alford Wil- 

liams. 

The tests, made under ideal condi- 
tions on a surface only slightly 
rippled by a lazy wind and before a 
crowd of thousands lining the Naval 
Academy sea wall for several miles, 


were confined by Lieutenant Wil- 
liams to taxiing the plane at speeds 
up to 110. miles an hour, at which the 
racer is capable.of taking to the air. 

As the crack navy flier opened up 
the throttle of the racer’s Packard 
engine the deafening roar of its

Again he 
opened the throttle and again the 
plane swept down the ay, its 
floats lifting it like a bird as ‘it 
swept over the tops of the tiny 
waves. The third test carried the 
pilot far out in the bay, where he 
cut the motor, climbed into a naval 
launch and returned to the Sand 
Piper while the naval launch towed 
the plane back to its berth. 

“T am just as satisfied as I can 
be with the result of the tests,’’ said 
Lieutenant Williams. ‘‘There are

Later, low-flying clouds obstructed 
our view. 

Flying over Baluchistan we caught 
glimpses through the clouds, from 
time to time, of amazingly beautiful 
rock formations. It was, however, 
an anxious time for the pilot. At 
times we were flying less than 100 
feet from the ground.

The great interest of the federa- 
tion, Mr. Green explained, is to have 


the unemployment census yield in- 
formation which may be used as the 
basis of a later conference with the 


|government concerning ways and 
imeans of stabilizing employment. 


Will Discuss Five-Day Week. 
This is in line -with President 


ing a widespread program of publie 
works to be held in reserve and un- 
dertaken only when unemployment 
is to be relieved. 

In order to draw up such a pro- 
gram effectively, Mr. Green pointed 
out, it is essential that the govern- 
ment should start with a compre- 
hensive survey, which the 1930 cen- 
sus is intended to provide, showing 
the distribution of unemployment and 
the quantity and kind of labor avail- 
able regionally,’ and such other oc- 
cupational phases as it is possible to 
evaluate through the census takers. 

Further in the direction of stabiliz- 
ing employment, and in preparation 
for the convention in October, the 
executive council will consider the 
development of the five-day week 
movement since the American Fed- 
eration of Labor went on record in 
favor of it.

The strike of cemetery workers, 
which has been in process for eleven 
days, reached the stage of violence 
yesterday. A striker was shot and 
killed outside Calvary Cemetery in 
Queens after he and his companions 
had stoned five buses containing 
strike-breakers, one of whom, 
charged with the shooting, said that 
he had fired blindly. 

The dead man had been a foreman 
in the cemetery. He was Stanley 
Zasadzdniski, 42 years old, of 399 
Kingsland Avenue, Brooklyn. The 
man accuséd of the slaying was 
Philip Nunziato, 25 years old, of 198 
Boerum Street, Brooklyn, a strike- 
breaker. 

Thirteen policemen were accom- 
panying the buses when they pulled 
up early in front of the entrance to 
the newest of the four sections of 
the cemetery. There were three small 
police automobiles, each containing 
two men; a patrolman was in each 
bus and-two motorcyle men acted as 
outriding. guards. 

Zasadzdniski and a score of the, 
strikers were behind bushes as the| 
cars came to a stop. They volleyed| 
with stones and small rocks at the| 
machines. ‘The strike-breakers tum-| 
bled out of the cars or took refuge} 
below the windows inside. Thosc! 
who leaped out picked up the stones!

Sued for $1,883 Federal Tax

SCRANTON, Pa., Aug. 9 ().— 
The government today filed suit 
in Federal court here to collect 
$1,883.63 from Charles L. Klobe 
of Loganstown, Clinton County, 
in taxes and penalties he is al- 
leged to have refused to pay on 
liquor sales.

Throughout the country there is an 
opinion prevalent that ‘‘it is easy 
enough to dry up the country and 
the small towns, but you never will 
succeed in drying up the big cities.’’ 

In a measure, this belief has some 
foundation in fact. The great bulk 
of the liquor traffic, as every one 
knows, is in the larger cities. And 
that that traffic is of enormous size 
cannot be disputed. I have often been 
asked ‘‘How ‘wet is the country un- 
der prohibition? What amount of 
liquor is being sold; how many boot- 
leggers are there in the business?’”’ 

These questions cannot be answered 
exactly, but we know that bootleg- 
ging is certainly not one of our “‘in- 
fant industries” in need of care and 
protection. Protection it does have, 
but that protection is from the law 
and not from “low wage foreign 
competition.”’ 

The evidence that bootlegging, 
large and small, is in a flourishing 
condition is definite and certain. Re- 
mus, the Chicago lawyer who became 
one of the most extensive and suc- 
cessful masters of bootlegging, ac- 
cording to his own sworn statement, 
was worth prior to entering upon his 
adventures in lawlssness about 
$8,000. After only thirteen months of 
illegal liquor operations, he was 
worth more than $3,000,000, accord- 
ing to a sworn statement he gave to 
a bonding company, This amount of 
money, of course, could not have 
been made so quickly in anything 
but the larger metropolitan centres.

We can only guess the aggregate 
profits from all the rackets in and 
near Chicago, but based on the spoils 
from slot machine operations alune, 
the total in a year’s time, including 
revenue from bootlegging, the opcra- 
tion of disorderly houses, and pro- 
tected gambling establishments, 
would amount to $25,000,000 or more 
a year. 

With possible profits of such en- 
normous proportions, it will be seen 
why the job of prohibition enforce- 
ment is one of such magnitude. And 
the fact that those tempted to en- 
oe in bootlegging and allied ac- 
tivities know very well that even if 
apprehended the congestion of court 
calendars probably will give them 
many months to temporize and use 
political pull, or in the end oppor- 
tunity to plead guilty and be ‘‘re- 
warded”’ with a fine of only:a few 
hundred dollars or a term of only 
three or six months in jail, explains 
why the forces of lawlessness never 
lack for recruits. 

But the chances for law enforce- 
ment in the big cities are far from 
hopeless. ;

But when the wheel of political 
fortune brought into office an honest, 
efficient, and determined United 
States Attorney, ard a State’s At- 
torney of the same kind at the same 
time, law enforcement became far 
from a hopeless task. The informa- 
tion and assistants. of each prose- 
cuting officer’s staff were freely ex- 
changed. There was a coordination 


of effort similar to the coordination 
and welding of the allied armies in 
the World War. 

When the forces of the law begin 
to work together, instead of at cross 
purposes or in an unrelated manner, 
results are achieved. The influence 
and investigation of the State’s At- 
torney secured the revocation of the 
licenses of 1,400 soft drink parlors, 
2,854 speakeasies—places which had 
furnished a large part of the work 
for Federal officers charged with 
prohibition enforcement. The United 
States District Attorney, with his 
limited force of assistants and in- 
vestigators, and with only one out of 
three Federal judges available for 
trying criminal cases, could not hope 
to deal effectively with the racketeer 
gangs operating in the ninety-two 
smaller communities of the county. 
But the County Attorney, with his 
larger staff and indirect control over 
thousands of police, sheriffs and con- 
stables, could not only help to en- 
force the prohibition law, but the 
State’s liquor law, and the other 
laws of the State which supplement- 
ed or were akin to Federal criminal 
statutes. : 

For instance, the Federal and State

But the special investigators 
wormed their way into De Mayo’s 
confidence and obtained definite 
proof of his. own participation in 
prohibition violations. 

Even after the evidence was gath- 
ered, the fight had just begun. De 
Mayo was tried, not once, but four 
times. Every legal obstruction was 
interposed in his behalf by a large 
staff of skilled lawyers. Three times 
conviction was prevented by the re- 
fusal of one or a few of the jurors to 
agree on a verdict of guilty. Then 
additional investigations were made 
by Dep:a‘ment of Justice operatives 
whom I finally was able to get as- 
signed to the work, as well as pro- 
hibition agents, and we secured evi- 
dence of attempted jury tampering. 

The result was that when De Mayo 
was again brought to trial the jury, 
which had been carefully guarded 
from outside approach even before it 
was selected and sworn in «nd 
which was sequestered during the 
trial, brought in a verdict of guilty.

Loss Put at'More Than $25,000—

An explosion that tore the Standard 
Oil tanker William Rockefeller al- 
most in half and caused the death of 
two men and injuries to-seven others 
roared across New York Bay early 
yesterday merning. The vessel was 
discharging a crude oil cargo at Pier 
6, Bayonne, N. J., when fumes were 
ignited in its pumping room, causing 
the explosion. 

The blast, which caused momene 
tary panic in the immediate neigh- 
borhood, was followed by. fire, and 
the tanker, one of the largest of the 
Standard Oil fleet, was saved only by 
being towed out into the bay, where 
her cargo was dumped while fire- 
boats poured tons of water on the 
blazing hull. 

More than forty members of tne 
crew were on board and escaped by 
| leaping into the water. It is thought 

that the watchman aboard was blown 
high into the air and instantly killed 
when the blast tipped part.of the 
upper deck into shreds and destroyed 
the pumping room amidships, 

An able séaman, who had been bad- 
ly burned and otherwise injured in 
the blast, died at 10 o’clock last night 
in the hospital. His clothes afire and 
phis left arm broken, he nevertheless 
| had managed to throw himself into 


| the water and was picked up by the 
crew ofa tug. 


Belicve Spark Set off Fumes. 


The cause of the explosion had not 
been determined last night, but of- 
ficials of ‘the company believe that 
a spark ignited fumes. The damage, 
at first thought to have been more 
severe, was set at from $25,000 to 
$50,009 by the Standard Oil Company.

Canada—No One Is Injured.

DETROIT, Mich., Aug. 9.—Rum- 
runners and Coast Guardsmen 
fought a pitched battle on the De- 
troit River off Ecorse early today, 
racing along the middle of the river 
less than 100 feet apart and ex- 
changing pistol and rifle shots. Two 
of the Coast Guardsmen narrowly 
escaped injury. The runners escaped 
to Canada with their cargo. 

Jonah T. Hagglove, chief boat- 
swain’s mate; John Baisy, boat- 
swain’s mate, and L. E. Leavitt, ma- 
chinist. were patrolling the river 
when they saw a speedboat towing 
a loaded rowboat come out of the 
shadows at one of the small islands 
in the river. Hagglove called to the 
three men in the speedboat to stop. 
The reply was a bullet, followed by 


a small volley. The-three guards- 
men emptied their pistols twice be- 
fore the runners whirled about and 
sped back toward Canada. 

One bullet burned Hagglove’s neck 
slightly, while Baisy’s cap was shot 
from his head. agglove said he 
did not believe the runners were 
wounded, as the speed of the gov- 
ernment boat made accurate shoot- 
ing almost impossible.

Station V2XE Applies to Board—

WASHINGTON, Aug. 9.—The At- 
lantic Broadcasting Company of New 
York City has asked the Federal 
Radio Commission for a renewal of 
its present license call Jetters, W2XE, 
for experimental relay broadcasting, 
using 6,120 kilocycles and five kilo- 
watts of power.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 9 (#).—Assis- 
tant Secretary of the Treasury Sey- 
mour Lowman announced today that 
civil charges against Burt A. Massee 


of Chicago, owner of the yacht 
Margo, seized at Detroit. July 27 by 
customs officers, who reported they 
found -liquor aboard, have been 
dropped the government upon 
payment of $30,000 by Massee. 

Lowman said Massee chartered the 
yacht to Louis Mendelssohn of De- 
troit, who took possession in Quebec 
June 27, the charter stipulating the 
yacht should not be used for any 
illegal purpose. , 

At the time of the boarding of the 
yacht in the Detroit harbor and the 
finding. of a number of cases. of 
liquor, Massee, Lowman said, was 
cruising in the South Seas and had 
no personal knowledge of violation 
of the customs iaws. 

Lowman declared the action by the 
government in dropping the civil 
charges, which ordinarily would have 
resulted in confiscation of the yacht, 
does not affect any criminal charges 
which may be brought against per- 
sons found on the. yacht. This phase 
of the case, he said, is being handled 
by the United States District Attor- 
ney at Detroit.

GERMANS BUY RUSSIAN OIL;

WASHINGTON, Aug. 9 UP).—The 
@rop outlook for this year was re- 
ported by the Department of Agri- 
culture today to indicate a produc- 
tion somewhat below average on 
American farms. 

In its August crop outlook report 
the department said the indicated 
yields of thirty-four important crops 
combined is 4.8 per cent below last 
year’s harvest and 1.4 per cent be- 
low the average of the last ten 
years. 

Improvement was shown in the 
last month for corn, tobacco, sweet 
potatoes and rice, but there was a 
decline in the prospects for wheat, 
oats, barley, rye, flax, hay, potatoes 
and most fruits. 

“It is becoming increasingly evi- 


dent,”” the Crop Reporting Board 
said, ‘‘that this will be a year of 
very light fruit production. The 


combined condition reports of twelve 
fruit crops, on an average, are 24 
per cent below the condition reports 
on Aug. 1 last year.’’ 

Apples showed a decline of 5,000,- 
000 bushels during the month, with 
total indicated production almost 
one-fifth less than harvested last 
year, while the peach crop is indi- 
cated as about four-fifths as large as 
last year’s.

Workers 55-Hour Week. 


GASTONIA, N. C., Aug. 9 .—

Only the combed yarn mills of the 
county are affected, but they con- 
stitute the greater part of the textile 
industry here, making 90 per cent of 
the fine yarns manufactured in the 
country.

A plot of land on the southwest 
corner of what is now Wall and 
Front Streets, which cost the pur- 
chaser only $240 when he acquired 
it less than a century ago, was sold 
for close to $600,000 yesterday. 

An eighteen-story commercial build- 
ing designed to accommodate the cof- 
fee and spice trades will be erected 
on the site in the near future. 

The property, which is known as 
101 and 103 Wall Street, was sold by 
Frederick DeR.

They secured it in a grant 
from the city to John Brown Ridge, 
the original transfer price being $240. 
One stipulation of the transfer deed 
was that the grantee should main- 
tain streets on either side of the 
property. 

The width of Wall Street at this 
point permits the erection of a twen- 
ty-story building without setbacks.

DOCTOR DENIES CONFESSION 


On Witness Stand Three Days, He

COLUMBUS, Ohio, Aug. 9 (4).—

They said they could not 
tell which of the wounds had caused 
her death. Their opinions were of- 
fered as an attack on the allegation 
that, Dr. Snook deliberately severed 
the jugular vein of the girl to put her 
out of misery.

“It has been supposed for abdut 
twenty ‘years, as a result of studies 
by a number of European and Amer- 
ican biologists and physicians, that 
the corpus luteum acts as an organ 
of internal secretion,’’ declared Dr. 
Corner, ‘‘ferming a substance which 
acts upon the uterus in such a way 
as to prepare it to nourish the grow- 
ing embryo. Fraenkel, a German- 
gynecologist, showed about 1920 that 
removal of the corpus luteum from

female rabbits prevented the -devel- 
opment of. their.embryos.’’ F. 

In his laboratory at the new school 
of medicine of the University of 
Rochester, Dr. Corner said he had 
been able ‘‘to prepare extracts from 
the corpora lutea of swine, which 
when administered’ to rabbits were 
able to supply the function of ‘heir 
own corpora lutea. Even when the 
ovaries are removed from a rabbit in 
the earliest stages of pregnancy, the 
new extracts permit the young to 
grow and reach normal birth.”’ 

Dr. Corner has been assisted in his 
work by ore of his Rochester stu- 
dents, Willard. Allen, to. whom he 
ascribes full credit for the chemical 
part’ of ‘the ‘work. In ‘a statement 
Dr. Corrier said that ‘‘the potent sub- 
stance cannot. as yet be identified 
chemically; it is associated with the 
fatty. substances -which are abun- 
dantly present in the corpus luteum.” 

It is ne Ser 9 that the discovery of 
the effect of the corpus luteum ex- 
tract may in time be of service in 
human cases of sterility. At present 
the extracts cannot be’safely given 
to human.heings, and the conditions 
under which they may apply to pa- 
tients are not fully understood. 

Dr. Corner is spending the Summer 
at the laboratory of the Long Island 
Biological Association at Cold Spring 
Harbor, where the director, Dr. Reg- 
inald G. ‘Harris, and Dr. Josep 
Pfiffner are also testing the new 
extract. 

‘Dr. Corner was graduated from 
Johns Hopkins medical school in 
1913 and has been engaged in teach- 
ing and research at Johns Hopkins 
and the University of California. In 
1913, when the University of Roches- 
ter organized its medical school with 
large endowments from George East- 
man and the General ‘Education 
Board, Dr. Corner was called to head 
the department of anatomy.

Edward Hughes to Serve From 


Three to Seven Years for 
Dean, Onatavia Looting. 








A sentence of from three to seven 
years in Sing Sing was imposed yes- 
terday on Edward Hughes, 29 years 
old, of 127 Chambers Street, on his 
conviction in June by a jury in Judge

stock certificate from the defunct 
brokerage firm of Dean, Onata- 
via & Co., 11 Wall Street, in 
October, 1926. Sentence on Tho- 
mas_ McKnight, 37, of - Ridgefield,

theft with Hughes, was postponed 
indefinitely by Judge Nott when 
Assistant District Attorney Richard 

. Gibbs told the court that Mc- 
Knight had offered to aid the prose- 
cutor in uncovering details of a con- 
spiracy in which at least ‘ten em- 
ata of the firm were suspected of 

7% defrauded it out of about 
$175, through fictitious sales of 
stock before the second bankruptcy 
of the firm, a little over a year ago. 

Hughes and McKnight, who were 
clerks in the ‘brokerage office, were 
indicted in the Autumn of 1928 on 
the complaint of Joseph Rosenbaum, 
who was a partner in the firm. The 
indictment also named Charles Gut- 
man, who was acquitted by the jury 
which convicted the pair, and Har- 
old Chandor of Media, Pa,, a f er 
manager in the firm. This particu- 
lar charge against Chandor was 

uashed, but a forgery indictment is 
s 7 eat. eee the four. 

n a report by Chief Probation Of- 
ficer Edwin J. Cooley, head of the 
General Sessions Probation Bureau, 
it was said that the $175,000 was 
stolen by the employes between the 
Fall of 1925 and October, 1926, when 
the brokerage firm. was liquidating 
its affair after its first crash in 
1925. The employes, the report 
added, took advantage of the con- 
fusion which attended the liquida- 
tion to perpetrate the thefts. 

The prosecutor said that no evi- 
dence had been uncovered that 
Hughes was connected with any 
theft other than that on which he 
was convicted, but Judge Nott in- 
sisted that Hughes must have known 
larger sums were being stolen from 
the firm.
